Animal Report of Gov. Thornton Submit- 


mltted to the Secretary of the Interior. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.-The annual 


report of Gov. Thornton, of New Mex- 
ico, was submitted to the secretary of 
the interior yesterday. The governor 
says there has been no material change 
in population, but a healthy growth 
has set in of a desirable class of immi- 
gration in almost every .county of the 
territory, especially in the agricultural 
portion. 


At the end of the last fiscal year 


there was a cash balance of 8139,899 in 
the treasury of the territory.

ANTI-DIPHTHERITIC SEBUM. 


It Is Becommended for Introduc- 


tion and Use in the United

WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—The new (reat- 


ment by inoculations for diphtheria and 
croup as practiced in Franco is the sub- 
ject of a special report to the state de- 
partment by United States Consul C. 
W. Chancellor at Havre. He sajs by 
this method of treatment only one in, 
four diphtheria patients succumbs, 
whereas the figures are double tor other 
methods of treatment heretofore ap 
plied. Consequently the cousul, who is 
a Baltimore physician of repute, says it

age. The emperor has summoned

Waldersee, 
the poli- 
tical soldier who was conspicuous in 
intrigues t gainst Bismarck. The gen 
eral inference is that he intends to 
make him Caprivi's successor. Should 
Waldersse become chancellor, the of- 
fice of Prntuian premier probably would
